Official Granting of Charter Is 
Forecast of Big Operations 


Geologist Covers Field 
Alberta 


The famous D u tch Shell Oil Co., 
with activities all over the world 
and in which the British Govern¬ 
ment is a heavy shareholder, has 
decided to enter the Canadian 
field. 

Thi s word cotmes from Ottawa 
in the latest copy of the official 
Canadian Gazette, announcing 
hte incorporation of a million 
dollar Canadian Shell Oil De¬ 
velopment company. 

It is • he forcast of big develop¬ 
ments n th e oilfields 'of western 
Canada where the Shell people 
have h d an eminent geologist, 
John Divng Moore, investigating 
the geological structures in Al¬ 
berta, ror the last two months. 
Mr. M'mre was in Calgary recent¬ 
ly but declined toi mak e any com¬ 
ment on the incorporation of the 
Canadian Shell company, or the 
-outcome oLAiis investigations. 
Thoy were mill in progress, he 
saicP^ It is understood. however 
that Mr. Moore has been greatly 
impressed by the possibilities of 
various structures as oil produc¬ 
ers. 

Forsee Big Race 

Announcement that the Shell 
people hav e decided to invade 
Canada is the forerunner of a gi¬ 
gantic race between twioi big cor¬ 
porations, the Shell and the Im¬ 
perial Oil which has the head 
start. The Union Oil Co. is also 
said to be quietly investigating 
th e situation while, at the same 
time, forcing pace in competition 
for the marketing their gasoline 
finery at the coast. 

Th Canadian Gazette under the 
now coming from the Union re¬ 
date of August 22nd, last, an¬ 
nounces that the operations of the 
company are to: be carried on 
throughout the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada by the name of 11 The Shell 
Company of Canada limited’ 
with a stock of $1,000,000 divid¬ 
ed into- ten thousand shares of 
$100.00 each. Th e head office of 
the company is to be in Montreal. 

The new Canadian Shell com¬ 
pany is organized under the com¬ 
panies act of the Dominion of 
Canada and the powers given it 
are extensive.

Moore, has already visited are the 
Turner Volley, Jumping Pound, 
Bragg Creek, Wainwright, Fore¬ 
most, Rogers Imperial and Dead 
Horse Coulee and various others. 

“I am just the geologist for the 
company and hav e nothing to do 
with acquiring oil lands for them, 
said Mr. Moore in declining to

Province of Quebec: Corn 
shows improvement, but is below 
average. Rot reported in the po¬ 
tatoes does not appear to be ser¬ 
ious, and an average crop is ex¬ 
pected. Vegetables are plentiful 
and good. Pastures need rain. 
Tobacco is nearly all cut; the 
crop is larger than last year and 
the quality excellent. In the Low¬ 
er St Lawrence a good crop of 
oats and barley is expected. The 
potatoes are sound, and the crop 
will be about the average. 

Provinc of Ontario: Ideal 
weather has prevailed throngh-

ASK AMENDMENTS TO 

OIL REGULATIONS 


Business men and others inter¬ 
ested in the future development 
of the Wainwright oil field met 
Wednesday night September 9th 
at the beard of trade rooms, to 
consider ways and means fot ra¬ 
tional publicity for the field, and 
to discuss a draft petition to be 
submitted to the dominion gov¬ 
ernment, asging for a liberalizing 
of th e regulations as to leases, 
production, etc. 

Among those presnt were W. 
R. Howson, A. N. Mouat, Dr. 
Tatham. John Michaels, Sam 
Smith, N. C. Legge, Dr. Edgar 
Allin, John Blue and others. 

A small committee, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Howson. was 
named to consider the proposed 
form of the petition, and a furth¬ 
er meeting called for Friday ev¬ 
ening, when all interested in the 
development of the Wainwright 
field were asked to be in attend¬ 
ance at th e board of trade rooms. 

Points covered by the draft pe¬ 
tition included a request for such 
change in the oil regulations as 
would unpose greater restrictions 
to prevent powerful corporations 
from securing unlimited areas of 
oil lands, and then holding them 
velopfment, the government to in¬ 
vestigate all wells to prevent con- 
vstigate all w;ells to prevent con¬ 
cealment of oil discoveries; boun¬ 
ties and royalties to be offered to 
assist and encourage develop 
ment in new fields. 

LEGUMES BENEFIT WHEAT 

Tng protein content of wheat is 
based upfcn the Slitrogen found in 
samples by clrenjucal analysis. 
Since the wheat plants can obtain 
nitrogen only from the soil, the 
natural inference is that a high 
.percentage of available soil nitro¬ 
gen will tend to increase the per¬ 
centage of protein in the wheat 
produced. 

Experiments indicate this in¬ 
ference to be correct, and results 
obtained by Fred Reeice, a farmer 
£n Reno County, Kansas, on the 
1923-24 crop give a practical 
demonstration of it. 

He planted wheat on land that 
formerly had been in alfalfa, and 
other wheat on land that had 
been cropped with wheat contin¬ 
uously for years. The tracts lay 
side by side; climatic conditions 
were the same for both; like seed 
was used. 

y Tb orotein content of a sample 
jtaken at harvest time from the 
falfalfa land was 14.36 per cent; 
a sample 'from the old stubble 
ground tested only 11.72 per cent 

This seems to show that the 
use of legumes in rotation with 
what will have a favorable influ¬ 
ence on the protein content of the 
grain.—Country Gentleman.

That chiddren born in Alberta 
show less tendency to tuberculosis 
than' those born in other countries 
is disclosed in tlble report of the 
survey of school children under¬ 
taken in 1924 (biy) the Alberta 
tuberculosis association, which re¬ 
port has recently been published. 
In this survey a total of 1051 
school children in various parts of 
the province were e xafm ined. 
of this number 822 were children 
born in Alberta and only 11 per 
cent, of these showed re-action to 
the tuberculin test. Reactors in 
children born in other countries 
showed percentages ranging from 
2)0 to 36. Out of the total of 1,- 
051, there were 144 re-actors, or 
only 13.07 per cent.

Saving of Twine, stookingwfohe 
Ei. G. Cook. M. L. A., Pincher 
Creek, is cutting and threshing 
his wheat crop in one operation. 
He uses a 'machine drawn by 
eight horses, cuts a swath fifteen 
feet wide, an covers 35 to 40 acres 
daily, employing two men, one to 
drive horses and the other to look 
after the threshing hachine which 
is operated by a 25 h.p. motor. 
fOnly enough straw is cut to get 
all the heads. This is elevated as 
in any binder or header and drop- 
ed. into the thresher. Tank 
wagons follow the machine to take 
the stream of wheat. Only fields 
'of uniformly ripe grain can be 
Successfully handled. Saving of 
twine stooking, shattering, and 
of labor are effected, amounting 
in all to about 15 cents per .bushel 
^cording to Mr. Cook.

Rather astonishing results as to 
the value of sweet clover as a ni¬ 
trogen-furnishing manure are an¬ 
nounced by the Ohio Agricultural 
experiment station. After three 
years’ test it was found that not 
less than 190 pounds of nitrogen 
were contained in an acre of 
sweet clover on May 10 in any 
of the test years. An application 
of 300 pounds of any high anal¬ 
ysis fertilizer, such as 3-12-4, 
would add less than nine pounds 
of nitrogen to the soil. 

These figures were developed 
in tests to determine the best time 
of the year to plough under sweet 
clover. It was discovered that the 
plants bad the greatest nitrogen 
content about th e middle of May, 
May 10 being the peak accumula¬ 
tion in the experiments. 

Sweet clover left to stand over 
for the full second year produced 
more organic* matter, it was 
found, but not much more nitro¬ 
gen than when ploughed under 
May 10.

(Continued from page thtree) 
was a scrap the wiser. Present¬ 
ly the boat arrived at Tanana, 
where the gold was unloaded, to- 
wait a couple of days for th e big¬ 
ger vessel, the Yukon City, which 
would take it to St. Michaels. 
Everything went splendidly for 
Miller, and in due course the Ta¬ 
nana started on her return trip 
to Fairbanks. When he arrived 
there Miller unloaded his gold 
in a suitcase, and at night plant¬ 
ed some of it under a warehouse, 
close to the dock, and the rest in 
the cemetery. He- had about tw»o 
hundred and fitify thousand dol¬ 
lars worth, he estimated. After 
burying his treasure he returned 
on board the boat and started on 
the next trip. The gold, he knew, 
would not be examined until it 
got to Seattle, and so he had 
plenty of time for a get-away. 
f Meanwhile, hardly had the 
Tanana started back froim Tan¬ 
ana to Fairbanks, after unloading 
th e gold and Miller’s box of shot, 
when the Yukon City arrived at 
Tanana, bound for St. Michaels, 
and the lonshormen started load¬ 
ing her with the cargo that the 
Tanana had left. Now, it subse¬ 
quently transpired that there 
were a couple of Longshoremen, 
who, just like Miller, had their 
eyes upon the gold shipments. 
They had carefully* worked out 
a plan for stealing one of the pre¬ 
cious boxes, but they were clumsy 
burglars compared with the ste¬ 
ward. Their scheme was just 
what vou’d expect from a couple 
of! rough Yukon lonshoremen—a 
desperate taking of chances, and 
a blind faith in their own good 
luck. The^v had a big row-boat 
alongside th(v*vharf, and when 
they came out /with a truck-load 
of gold, one of them picked up a 
box and heaved it on board.

The Express people, of course, 
could not afford to lose the gold, 
and when they saw the two men 
row ashore, seize their plunder, 
and disappear among the trees, 
they immediately decided upon 
pursuit. A couple uf boats very 
speedily put off from the steamer 
containing about twenty-five 
men, being the Express agent, 
members of the crew, and a few 
passengers who were looking for 
excitement. The trail was an 
easy one to follow, and before 
night berth fugitives were caught. 

And this is where the queer 
part of the story comes in, show¬ 
ing how real facts beat anything 
any writer could imagine. With 
all those boxes bof choose from, 
those two unfortunates had selec¬ 
ted Jimmy Miller’s box of shot! 
But the longshoremen, being in 
a mighty hurry when they split 
the load after landing, and not 
knowing gold was always mould¬ 


ed in bri'eks, had not guessed any¬ 
thing was wrong, but had gone 
off tearing through the muskeg 
loaded down with bags of shot! 
When the Alaska Express people 
caught them, however, and 'found 
what they were carrying, the 
auithornties at once realized that 
there must have been an earlier 
“touch,” and hustled themselves 
to get a clue. 

Naturally, of course, everybody 
aboard the river steamer Tanana 
at once came under suspicion, and 
after about a week’s work the 
detectives narrowed th e investi¬ 
gation down to Jimmy Miller, 
having learned from the harware 
storekeeper at Tanana that a 
man answering to the description 
had bought the shot. They wait¬ 
ed, however, until they sa|w Jim¬ 
my mail a letter after his return 
trip. The letter was addressed to 
a friend at Fofrt Gibbons. Miller 
was unloubtedly clever. He in¬ 
tended to get this friend to take 
the gold out of Alaska, he him¬ 
self, holding on to his job, so that 
when the theft was discovered, 
no suspicion would fall upon him. 
But the detectives intercepted 
the letter, and then arrested Jim¬ 
my. They “sweated” him, 
“third degree’d” him, and wor¬ 
ried him generally with all the 
usual police unpleasantness. Mil¬ 
ler protested hdls innocence for a 
long time, but at last he broke 
down and confessed. Finally on 
condition that he showed them 
where the gold was hidden, he 
got a light two years sentence. 

That second “touch,” of course 
broke his heart. If the theft had 
not been discovered until the gold 
had reached Seattle, it was prac¬ 
tically certain he would never 
have been found out. 

The ironical fate that led the 
two longshoremen to steal his 
particular box convinced him that 
he was dead out of luck, and so 
he made the best bargain he 
could with the authorities.
